(A  wonderful  corn  for  Ensilage  grown  at 
a high  elevation  in  the  east)  the  best  of  our 
recent  introductions.

The  grain 
is  light  yellow  usually  showing  a white  cap, 
produced  both  on  red  and  white  cobs.
